Instructions  to  Town  Officers. 

{a)  Voted  that  the  assessors  be  instructed  to  take  a 
general  re-valuation  this  year  of  all  taxable  property  in 
this  town,  and  have  the  same  printed  and  distributed 
with  the  tax  bills. 

(b)  Voted  that  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  ascertain 
what  rights  the  town  has  in  regard  to  compensation  for 
land  taken  by  the  state. 

(c)  Voted  that  the  assessors  be  instructed  (after  taking 
counsel  on  the  matter)  to  deduct  $2,000  (two  thousand 
dollars)  from  the  appropriations,  and  to  make  the  tax 
from  the  balance,  using  $2,000  of  the  surplus  as  a  part  of 
the  appropriation. 

(d)  Voted  that  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  be  in- 
structed to  establish  on  a  legal  basis  the  matter  of  funds 
left  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  to  ascertain  what  by-laws 
and  rules  are  applicable  to  it. 

(e)  Voted  that  the  selectmen,  acting  in  co-operation 
with  a  committee  chosen  at  a  former  meeting  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  be  instructed  to 
prosecute  all  violations  of  the  liquor  law.

TOfth^  Citizens  of  Westminster: 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  submit  the  following 
report,  for  I  have  always  carried  on  the  work  with  the 
view  of  keeping  within  the  appropriation.  But  the  condi- 
tion of  the  roads  last  spring  was  such  that  it  required  a 
large  outlay  of  money  to  put  them  in  condition  for  travel. 
The  heavy  rains  during  the  summer  left  some  of  the  hill 
roads  in  such  condition  that  it  seemed  better  to  exceed  the 
appropriation  than  to  leave  them  and  take  the  risk  of 
accident.

This  report  chronicles  another  prosperous  year  for  the 
association.  The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good. 
Bountiful  crops  have  been  harvested,  and  the  herd  of  cat- 
tle increased  so  that  it  now  contains  20  cows  and  a  bull, 
the  returns  of  which  have  been  satisfactory,  notwithstand- 
ing the  high  price  of  grain.    The  milk  was  sold  at  28 


40 


cents  a  can  for  six  months  beginning  with  April  1,  and  at 
30  cents  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  This  was  the  high- 
est offer  received,  and  was  paid  by  a  son  of  the  warden 
who  boards  at  the  farm,  pSLjing  $20  a  month  for  himself 
and  horse.  A  dam  has  been  built  by  the  town  of  Holden 
which  flows  a  reservoir  that  furnishes  an  unfailing  supply 
of  running  water,  thereby  satisfactorily  settling  the  water 
question.  The  hearts  of  the  inmates  were  again  gladdened 
by  the  Hon.  F.  S.  Coolidge  of  Fitchburg,  who  furnished 
his  usual  bountiful  Christmas  dinner.  Mr.  A.  L.  Potter 
and  wife  have  been  engaged  for  the  ensuing  year  to  fill  the 
position  so  acceptably  filled  by  them  for  the  last  six  years.

LIBRARY  REPORT. 

m  

FellQw  Citizens: 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  gratifying 
increase  in  circulation,  6,478  books  and  magazines  having 
been  charged  during  the  year,  a  large  daily  average,  while 
50  new  names  have  been  registered  as  book  takers.  The 
library  is  now  open  from  2  to  4  and  from  6  to  8  p.  m., 
on  all  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  except  legal  holidays. 
A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  is  charged  on  books  kept  over 
time. 

The  catalogue  supplement  for  1901  contains  a  list  of 
books  added  in  April,  most  of  which  are  excellent  in  qual- 
ity. In  addition  to  the  usual  public  documents  received 
by  the  library,  is  a  copy  of  the  "Revised  Laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts." This  is  a  valuable  contribution  from  the  state. 
"Out  West,"  a  magazine  published  in  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  is 
sent  regularly  to  the  library  as  a  gift  from  the  publishers. 

Mrs.  Emma  F.  Creed  gave  a  collection  of  some  twenty 
volumes  of  the  "Century"  magazine  dating  from  1874, 
which  are  to  be  bound  at  the  expense  of  her  husband, 
Mr.  M.  A.  Creed.  Donations  of  books  have  also  been  re- 
ceived from  Messrs.  Caleb  S.  Merriam  and  Henry  Brooks, 
Jr.,  and  from  Miss  Maria  M.  Woodbury,  who  contributed 
a  volume  of  Reminiscences  of  her  own  life,  including  that 
portion  of  it  when  the  Woodbury  Tavern  was  her  home. 

The  Century  Dictionary,  Cyclopedia  and  Atlas,  con- 
sisting of  ten  volumes,  in  a  .special  oak  case,  with  silver 
plate  giving  name  of  donor,  has  been  presented  by  Miss 
A.  S.  Warner  at  the  request  of  her  mother,  the  late  Mrs. 
S.  C.  Warner.  This  work  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
reference  department  and  a  most  fitting  memorial  to  one 
whose  life  was  so  closely  identified  with  this  library  from 
its  inception  to  the  time  of  her  decease. 

Mrs.  M.  A.  and  Miss  Anna  W.  Lewis  have  offered  a 
generous  contribution  which  they  wish  expended  toward 
recataloguing  the  books,  and  the  introduction  of  such 
modern  methods  in  its  management  as  may  be  required 
when  this  library  shall  have  passed  from  the  "old  to  the 
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new"  and  become  permanently  established  in  the  Forbush 
Memorial. 

Of  the  $15.11  collected  by  the  librarian  $6.91  was 
used  by  her  for  incidental  expenses,  and  as  it  was  not 
covered  by  an  order  from  the  selectmen  does  not  appear 
in  the  following  financial  statement :

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

The  cause  of  education  is  one  in  which  we  all  should 
have  an^  interest  and  it  calls  for  the  attention  of  every 
good  citizen. 

Much  has  been  done  to  raise  the  standard  of  educa- 
tion in  our  public  schools,  but  still  greater  exertion  must 
be  made  toward  perfecting  our  schools  if  we  do  not  wish 
to  be  left  behind  in  the  onward  march.  Progress  is  the 
watchword  of  the  present. 

As  usual  there  have  been  many  changes  among  our 
teachers  during  the  past  school  year,  but  these  changes 
have  not  to  any  great  extent  affected  the  progress  of  the 
several  schools.  Taking  the  schools  as  a  whole  the  amount 
of  good  work  done  in  them  will  equal  that  of  any  prev- 
ious year  and  in  some  of  the  schools  there  has  been  a 
marked  improvement. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  sheet  that  we  have 
received  from  the  Massachusetts  school  fund  this  year 
$917.44  against  $428.59  last  year,  this  great  increase 
in  the  amount  of  our  share  being  caused  by  the  exchange 
of  Fitchburg  Railroad  stock  in  the  sinking  fund  for  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  bonds.  But  this  increase  is  only  for 
this  year,  as  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  bonds  have 
been  withdrawn  from  the  sinking  fund. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Massachusetts  school  fund 
in  their  report  sent  out  with  the  same  say:  "Whatever 
unexpended  balance  of  the  school  fund  money  there  may 
be  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  belongs  to  the  vSchools  for 
their  subsequent  use  and  to  the  schools  only." 

The  surplus  that  we  have  left  we  propose  to  use  in 
purchasing  some  needed  supplies  for  school  work,  such  as 
dictionaries,  maps  and  supplementary  reading.  These  are 
very  much  needed  by  the  schools,  but  we  felt  that  we  could 
not  get  them  this  year,  as  we  should  have  been  obliged  to 
overdraw  our  account  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  additional 
school  fund  money. 

April  13,  1901,  the  committee  of  the  several  towns 
included  in  the  district  met  at  East  Princeton  and  unani- 
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mously  elected  Edgar  H.  Grout  superintendent  for  the  year 
ending  July  1,  1902. 

In  the  line  of  repairs  some  needed  changes  were  made 
in  the  basement  of  the  Center  building,  also  some  repairs 
on  the  furnace  which  were  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  put  it  in  condition  to  be  used  this  winter,  but  do  not 
think  it  can  be  made  to  do  service  another  year.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  paint  this  building  before  long  and  also  repair 
some  of  the  ceilings  in  the  same. 

Nearly  all  the  school  rooms  were  whitewashed  before 
the  opening  of  schools  in  September,  and  some  small  re- 
pairs made  on  several  of  the  buildings.

To  the  School  Committee  of  Westminster :

A  comparison  of  the  foregoing  table  with  that  pub- 
lished a  year  ago  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average 
membership  and  average  attendance.  The  per  cent,  of  at- 
tendance is  a  trifle  larger  this  year  than  last,  while  there 
has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  cases  of  tardiness  and 
dismissal.  The  latter  fact  would  indicate  a  commendable 
effort  on  the  part  of  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  to  se- 
cure greater  punctuality  and  regularity  in  school  attend- 
ance. As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  regu- 
lar and  punctual  attendance  are  conditions  essential  for 
securing  the  best  results  in  our  schools.  Parents  are  there- 
fore again  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  their 
efforts  to  attain  this  end. 
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TEACHERS  AND  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  the  usual  number  of  changes 
m  our  teachmg  force  during  the  past  year.  The  fall  term 
op^^  with  Miss  Rena  E.  Barron  as  teacher  of  the  Gram- 
mar-school, m  place  of  Miss  Jennie  Y.  Freeman,  who  had 
resiglied  to  accept  a  better  position  elsewhere.  During  the 
summer  vacation  Miss  Hall  resigned  her  position  at  No 
2,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Grace  M.  McLaughlin.  At 
the  end  of  the  spring  term  the  committee  reluctantly  ac- 
cepted the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ina  M.  Smith,  teacher  at 
No.  8,  and  secured  as  her  successor  Miss  Grace  M.  Wether- 
bee,  a  teacher  of  several  years'  experience.  During  the 
summer  the  committee  elected  Miss  Annie  E.  Hammond  to 
the  position  at  No.  10,  in  place  of  Miss  Lees,  who  had 
resigned.  Toward  the  close  of  the  Christmas  vacation, 
Miss  Carrie  L.  Minott  of  the  Intermediate  school,  much 
to  our  regret,  resigned  her  position  to  accept  a  school  in 
Arlington,  Mass.  Mrs.  Agnes  W.  Mansur  was  at  once 
transferred  to  the  village  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  during 
the  month  of  February  will  complete  the  winter  term  at 
No.  7. 

THE  SCHOOLS  AND  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

In  my  last  annual  report  attention  was  called  to  the 
close  connection  that  should  exist  between  the  public 
library  and  the  school  system  of  a  town  or  city.  That 
the  library  with  its  valuable  collection  of  books  may  be 
of  the  greatest  service  to  teachers  and  pupils,  its  contents 
must  not  only  be  accessible,  but  must  be  made  known  in 
a  more  definite  way  than  can  be  indicated  by  any  general 
catalogue,  however  valuable  for  other  purposes  that  cata- 
logue may  be.  To  this  end  I  have  prepared  a  card  cata- 
logue of  such  books  already  in  the  library  as  seem  to  be 
of  special  value  for  school  work.  This  list  comprises 
books  under  the  heads  of  general  literature,  history,  biog- 
raphy, geography,  government,  science,  and  education. 
The  selection  is  typical  rather  than  complete,  while  the 
card  catalogue  arrangement  makes  possible  additions  or 
eliminations  at  any  time.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  opening 
of  the  spring  term  a  copy  of  this  catalogue  may  be  in  the 
hands  of  every  teacher  in  town.  Furthermore,  as  a  part 
of  the  plan  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  public  library, 
it  is  my  purpose  to  prepare  outlines  for  courses  in  read- 
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ing  in  connection  with  the  subjects  pursued  in  the  schools. 
These  outlines,  together  with  the  list  of  selected  books  re- 
ferred to  above,  will  be  accessible  not  only  to  teachers  and 
pupils,  but  also  to  parents  and  others  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  schools.  By  this  means  parents  will  be  enabled 
to  follow  inteUigently  the  progress  of  their  children  and, 
it  is  hoped,  take  a  deeper  and  closer  interest  in  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  community. 

The  following  list  of  books  is  appended  to  this  por- 
tion of  my  report  to  indicate  the  value  of  our  library  as 
a  working  collection  of  books  for  the  schools.  The  sub- 
ject I  have  selected  for  illustration  covers  the  period  in 
American  history  from  1783  to  1789,  a  period  admirably 
described  by  the  late  Mr.  Fiske  in  his  Critical  Period  of 
American  History."

HOME  STUDY. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked :  When  should  home 
study  begin  ?  No  definite  and  comprehensive  answer  can 
be  given,  for  much  depends  upon  the  health  and  tempera- 
ment of  individual  children.  What  would  be  a  normal 
amount  of  work  for  one  child,  would  of  necessity  overtax 
another.  A  course  of  study  should  be  so  planned  as  to 
require  little  if  any  home  preparation  of  lessons  before  the 
sixth  or  seventh  grade.  And  even  here,  pupils  of  average 
ability,  by  diligent  application  to  tasks  assigned,  should 
be  able  to  make  all  necessary  preparation  during  school 
hours.  Home  duties  naturally  and  rightly  demand  a  por- 
tion of  each  child's  time,  and  the  important  factor  of  play 
should  not  be  overlooked.  In  a  recent  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  there  occurs  the  following  timely  and 
appropriate  observation:  ''Childhood  is  entitled  to  home 
and  outdoor  life  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time.  Family 
relations,  natural  and  social  environment,  opportunity  to 
play  much,  to  do  some  light  work,  to  gain  vigor  of  body 
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and  intellectual  touch  with  the  doings  of  people,  are  in- 
fluences that  children  need."  It  must  not  be  inferred  from 
what  has  been  said  that  home  lessons  should  be  dis- 
countenanced. Pupils  should,  in  fact,  be  encouraged  but 
not^»fSt)mpelled  to  give  some  time  to  home  study  earlier 
eve^  than  the  sixth  or  seventh  grade.  The  moral  and  in- 
tellectual atmosphere  of  a  school  can  be  judged  fairly  by 
the  attitude  of  its  pupils  toward  their  school  work  when 
not  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.  Under  ideal  con- 
ditions pupils  will  find  an  interest  in  their  work  outside 
of  school  hours,  making  their  home  reading  supplement  in 
a  measure  the  work  of  the  school.  The  lesson  in  history 
should  lead  to  an  interest  in  historical  novels  which,  in 
turn,  should  re-act  upon  the  pupil,  arousing  a  deeper  in- 
terest in  historical  studies.  The  lesson  in  geography  should 
suggest  books  of  travel  that  will  throw  light  upon  the 
work  of  the  classroom. 

Furthermore,  as  childhood  and  youth  are  formative 
periods,  it  is  highly  important  that  correct  methods  of 
study  should  be  learned  before  habits  have  crystallized  into 
character.  The  industry  and  patient  toil  that  characterize 
successful  efforts  in  later  years  must,  I  believe,  be  learned 
early  in  life,  and  I  know  of  no  better  place  for  this  pur- 
pose than  the  schoolroom  with  its  round  of  daily  duties, 
be  they  pleasant  or  irksome.  Pupils  must  learn  to  look 
upon  school  work  as  earnest  and  serious  business  that  has 
a  rightful  claim  to  their  best  efforts,  if  strength  of  intel- 
lect and  stability  of  character  are  to  be  the  results. 

DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  most  serious  questions  that  confront  the 
country  superintendent  is  that  relating  to  the  district 
schools.  Under  existing  conditions,  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing force  are  of  frequent  occurrence,  impairing  more  or  less 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  During  the  past  two  years 
and  a  half  seven  different  rural  schools  have  been  open  in 
.  Westminster  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  time.  Fifteen 
different  teachers  have  been  in  charge,  and  all  but  one  of 
these  schools  have  been  affected  by  at  least  one  change. 
In  spite  of  these  frequent  changes,  however,  much  good 
work  has  been  done,  work  creditable  alike  to  pupils  and 
teachers.  By  blocking  out  the  year's  work,  and  by  giving 
term  and  mid-term  tests,  I  have  been  enabled  to  make  the 
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work  of  the  different  schools  more  nearly  uniform  in 
quantity  and  quality,  so  that  it  is  now  possible  for  pupils 
to  pass  from  one  district  to  another,  or  from  a  district  to 
the  village,  with  but  little  re-adjustment  of  studies. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  both  in  favor  of  and 
against  closing  district  schools  and  transporting  pupils  to 
the  Center.  With  us,  however,  it  is  not  a  question  of 
theory,  but  of  fact.  Whenever  the  best  interest  of  all  con- 
cerned seemed  to  demand  a  change,  schools  have  been 
closed  or  opened.  It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  those 
competent  to  judge  that  it  is  unwivSe,  to  say  the  least,  to 
open  or  to  maintain  a  district  school  for  fewer  than  a 
dozen  pupils.  The  teacher  misses  the  inspiration  of  num- 
bers, while  the  pupil  lacks  the  stimulus  of  competition. 
The  cost  of  maintaining  a  small  school  is  much  greater 
than  would  be  the  expense  of  transporting  the  pupils  and, 
furthermore,  much  valuable  time  must  be  consumed  by 
special  teachers  and  superintendent  in  reaching  small,  out- 
lying schools,  time  which  might  more  profitably  be  em- 
ployed in  the  one  building  of  the  Center  school. 

So  long  as  existing  conditions  prevail  and  it  is  neces- 
sary to  maintain  our  district  schools,  it  is  my  earnest 
hope  that  much  may  be  done  to  make  the  buildings  and 
grounds  more  attractive.  Shrubs  and  trees  might  be 
planted,  flower-beds  made,  and  walks  laid  out.  Some  of 
this  work  can  easily  be  done  by  the  pupils  themselves; 
some  of  it  will  require  the  help  of  parents  and  others. 
Such  improvements  as  are  here  suggested  should  be  made 
without  expense  to  the  town  and,  in  fact,  would  require 
but  little  outlay  save  that  of  time  and  labor  on  the  part 
of  the  people  of  the  districts.  Such  outlay  would  indeed 
be  an  investment  paying  large  dividends  in  character;  for 
the  ph3-sical  surroundings  of  boys  and  girls  has  more  in- 
fluence upon  them  for  good  or  evil  than  is  generally  sup- 
posed. Furthermore,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  ap- 
pearance of  one's  buildings  and  grounds  is  to  a  certain 
extent  indicative  of  their  owner's  character.  May  not  the 
same  statement  be  predicated  of  a  community  or  town  ? 

AGE  AND  TIME  OF  ADMITTANCE  TO  GRADE  ONE. 

Under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  all  children  between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  years  are  required  to  attend 
school  during  the  entire  time  the  public  schools  are  in 
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session,  unless  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  a  child 
shall  render  such  attendance  impracticable.  In  making 
seven  years  the  school  age,  due  regard  is  had  to  the  fact, 
among  other  considerations,  that  the  proper  work  of  the 
schoolroom  cannot  be  conducted  to  advantage  with  pupils 
mudh  under  this  age.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  considerable 
percehtage  of  pupils  who  begin  school  at  the  age  of  five 
years,  are  obliged  to  repeat  their  first  year's  work. 

In  the  second  place  it  must  be  remembered  that  during 
the  period  of  childhood  physical  changes  are  taking  place 
more  rapidly  than  at  any  other  period  of  life.  At  the  age 
of  seven  years,  a  child  weighs  about  six  times  as  much  as 
at  birth,  has  half  the  height,  and  from  one-third  to  one- 
fourth  the  weight  of  an  adult.  Is  not  this  then  the  period 
for  a  free,  active  life  in  the  open  air  and  sunshine?  Is  it 
not  the  time  for  laying  the  foundation  of  physical  health 
and  strength,  upon  which  foundation  alone  subsequent 
mental  attainments  can  be  of  permanent  value?  Book 
tasks  should  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  ample  time 
allow^ed  for  training  the  senses  and  for  developing  the 
powers  of  observation  which  are  especially  keen  at  this 
period,  and  for  storing  the  mind  with  impressions  that 
may  become  the  groundwork  of  future  mental  activity. 

Newsholme  in  his  "School  Hygiene"  says:  ''It  must 
be  carefully  remembered  that  during  the  period  of  school- 
life  growth  and  development  of  every  organ  are,  under 
natural  conditions,  rapidh^  proceeding,  and  that,  while 
diligently  cultivating  the  brain,  the  rest  of  the  body  must 
not  be  neglected.  There  is  to  some  extent  an  antagonism 
betweeth  growth  (i.  e.  increase  in  size),  and  development 
(i.  e.  increase  in  structure).  The  undue  and  premature  elab- 
oration of  structure,  as  in  mental  precocity,  involves  a 
stoppage  or  diminution  of  growth,  and  ultimately  a  feebler 
brain."  It  must  not  be  inferred,  however,  that  growth 
and  development  are  to  be  two  separate  and  distinct  pro- 
cesses, the  one  to  be  completed  before  the  other  begins. 
Such  a  condition  would  be  not  only  impossible,  but  also 
very  undesirable.  The  point  in  question  is  "the  import- 
ance of  not  over-exciting  the  juvenile  brain,  and  thus  caus- 
ing it  to  fall  short  of  the  size  and  power  it  would  other- 
wise have  attained." 

As  to  the  time  of  admittance  to  the  first  grade,  per- 
mit me  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  fact  that 
pupils  can  be  admitted  to  this  grade  only  in  September, 
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unless  they  are  sufficiently  advanced  to  take  up  the  work 
of  the  class  at  the  time  they  apply  for  admittance.  The 
necessity  for  this  regulation  and  its  reasonableness  must 
be  obvious  to  one  who  will  study  the  conditions  of  our 
schools.  No  teacher  with  six  or  seven  grades  under  her 
charge  can  find  time  for  starting  a  new  grade  in  April, 
for  example,  except  at  the  expense  of  the  pupils  already 
in  school.  The  number  of  grades  a  teacher  has,  and  not 
the  number  of  pupils,  determines  to  a  large  extent  the 
amount  of  work  she  must  crowd  into  the  school  day.  To 
reduce  the  number  of  grades  to  a  minimum  is,  therefore, 
the  object  of  the  regulation  requiring  beginners  to  enter 
in  September. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

No  new  policy  has  been  adopted  in  this  department 
the  past  year,  and  the  work  has  gone  on  much  as  usual. 

Some  of  the  pupils,  notably  those  in  literature  and 
French,  have  purchased  their  own  text-books  for  use  in 
these  classes.  Such  a  course  is  highly  commendable,  since 
the  books  thus  bought  may  in  some  cases  form  the  nucleus 
of  individual  libraries. 

Mention  should  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  gift  made 
to  the  High  school  by  Mr.  Henry  T.  Bailey,  who,  it  will 
be  remembered,  was  the  speaker  at  the  graduating  exer- 
ercises  last  June.  Mr.  Bailey  gladly  consented  to  speak  on 
this  occasion,  with  the  understanding  that  whatever  sum 
might  be  voted  by  the  committee  to  defray  the  expense  of 
the  speaker  should  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  some  work 
of  art.  The  gift  selected  by  Mr.  Bailey  was  a  copy  of 
Hofmann's  "Christ  and  the  Doctors." 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

It  has  been  my  plan  to  hold  teachers'  meetings  for 
informal  talks  and  discussions  on  educational  topics  once 
or  twice  a  term  as  circumstances  dictated.  The  incon- 
venience our  district  teachers  experience  in  reaching  the 
village  makes  it  inadvisable  to  hold  these  meetings  as 
often  as  could  otherwise  be  desired.  Much  that  is  usually 
accomplished  in  such  meetings  I  have  endeavored  to  bring 
about  by  personal  conferences  with  the  teachers  on  the 
occasions  of  my  regular  visits  to  their  schools.  During  a 
large  part  of  last  spring  term,  however,  we  met  once  a 
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week  for  reading  and  discussion.  The  basis  of  our  work 
was  Fitch's  "Lectures  on  Teaching."  These  meetings 
proved  interesting  and  profitable  to  all  who  were  able  to 
attend,  and  we  are  planning  to  take  up  a  similar  kind  of 
w^^  for  the  coming  term. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

A)  important  changes  have  been  made  in  text-books 
during  the  past  year.  Relief  maps  of  the  United  vStates 
and  North  America,  together  with  an  historical  chart, 
have  been  placed  in  the  building  at  the  Center.  Political 
maps  of  the  United  States  have  been  purchased  for  use  in 
the  district  schools  and  have  already  proved  of  great 
value  to  teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  hoped  that  the  sets 
thus  begun  may  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

Among  the  pressing  needs  of  our  schools  are  new  dic- 
tionaries. The  books  in  use  are  of  a  very  early  date  and, 
furthermore,  are  nearly  worn  out.  The  condition  of  the 
geographies  used  by  grades  six  and  seven  is  such  that 
they  should  very  soon  be  replaced  by  new  copies. 


CONCLUSION. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  report  that  the  year  just 
drawing  to  a  close  has  been  one  of  steady  progress,  in 
spite  of  the  changes  in  our  teaching  force.  The  new  teach- 
ers have  readily  adapted  themselves  to  their  surroundings 
and  have  applied  themselves  heartily  to  their  work.  The 
new  course  of  study  is  fairly  under  way  and  will  need  but 
little  revision  for  some  time  to  come.  Under  its  provisions, 
pupils  are  learning  to  read  earlier  than  heretofore,  thus  pre- 
paring themselves  for  a  readier  grasp  upon  the  subjects 
taught  in  subsequent  years.  Cordial  relations  have  existed 
between  teachers  and  pupils,  and  much  of  the  work  has 
been  marked  by  unusual  interest  and  enthusiasm. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks 
to  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  all  of  my 
plans ;  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their  ready 
response  to  the  recommendations  I  have  made ;  and  finally 
to  the  citizens  of  Westminster  for  their  generous  support 
of  the  schools.         Respectfully  submitted,
